Cramer Lands His Oil 
Burning Airship.in 
Iceland 


REYKJAVIK, Iceland— (INS) — 
Another achievement of aeronauti- 
cal science and human skill was 
recorded today when Parker Cram- 
er, American aviator, brought his 
oil-burning-monoplane down at this 
chilly northern capital after a sey- 
en-hour flight over the Atlantic 
from: Angmagsalik, Greenland. 

Cramer reached Reykjavik at 
3:55 a. m., today (10:55 p. m., last 
night E. D. T.), having left Ang- 
magsalik, at 2 p. m., yesterday (9 
a. m., E. D. T.) 

With Cramer was Oliver Pa- 
quette. Canadian radio operator. 
The two started, unannounced, 
from Detroit, July 28 to blaze a 
northeas: air mail route to Copen- 
hagen and central European points, 
via, Greenland, Iceland and other 
intermediate places. 

One of the outstanding features 
of Cramer’s flight from Detroit was 
the successful use of an oil-burn- 
ing engine. All previous océan fly- 
ers have used special flight gaso- 
line, but Cramer used ordinary 
crude oil, such as that employed on 
ocean liners. 

It was said that had‘he been 
forced down for lack of fuel at 
some remote, beehive-like igloo vil- 
lage, he could have continued on 
oil extracted from whale” bludder. 
As crude ‘oil is not. so sensitive to 
cold, it was said that it may prove 
better for Arctic flying than gaso- 
line.

BUYS JOURNAL ' 
ATKANSAS CITY“. 


Utilities “Magnate Is 
Planning to Fight 
The Star 


NEW YORK—(INS)—Announce- 
ment-was made at the office of 
Henry L. Doherty, oil and public 
ubilities magnate, here today, that 
he had purchased a half interest in 
the Kansas City Journal-Post. 

The announcement stated that 
the newspaper interest was pur- 
chased “in order to meet the Kan- 
sas City Star on an equal footing 
in its campaign against him and the 
interests of Cities Service company 
and its security holders.” 

The announcement given out here 
said that the purchase was an- 
nounced in the columns of the Jour- 
nal-Post today with: publication of 
a letter sent by Doherty on Aug. 2 
to three trustees of the Star, J. C. 
Nichols, Herbert B. Jones and former 
er governor Arthur M. Hyde. 

The Doherty announcement ‘con- , 
tinued: “He (Doherty) states that “ 
‘unless the trustees assert that the 
present management of the Kansas 
City Star have breached their con- 
tract-and that all payments, ‘are 
therefore, due, and enforce their 
payments, that in the event of any 
loss on the unpaid portion, that the 
trustees will be held liable for this’.” 

Doherty. called on the trustees to 
expel the present -management of 
the Star, asserting that the sale to 
the present management was illegal. 
The trustees were appointed by the 
terms of the will of the late Col. W. 
R. Nelson, owner of the paper until 
his death in 1925. 


Doherty’s announcement stated 
that he had not bought control of 
the Jéurnal-Post.

RIVER REACHES 


Stage of 1.1 Feet Is 
Lowest Recorded 
In 8 Years 


The Mississippi’ river here today 
reached the lowest stage-recorded by 
the local weather bureau since 1923, 
when it dropped to 1.1 feet above 
the low water mark. Lack of rains 
in the north have resulted in a stea- 
dy fall during the past month. 

The previous low mark of 1.1 feet 
was recorded in November, 1923, but 
the river is usually low at that time 
of the year due to ice forming. The 
August stage of that year was 1.5, 
with 1.67 inches of precipitation re- 
ported. September of that year 
showed a stage of 1.5 fet, with 6.71 
inches of precipitation. October, the 
same year, had a stage of 1.4 feet, 
with 2.68 inches of precipitation. 

Davenport reports the lowest wa- 
ter stage since 1900. The lowest 
stage for that year in Muscatine 
was 2.8 feet, during the month of 
June. Dubuque reported the lowest 
water since June, 1900, when the 
stage was 2.3 feet. Local records 
show the June stage in 1900 to have 
been 2.8 feet.

Newspaper Man Here 
Many Years Found

Because ‘Thomas Harvine (Tom) 
Brannon, news editor of the Free 
Press untl about a month ago, had 
been dead for several days when his 
body was found Thursday afternoon 
in a hotel room at Omaha, burial 
will be made there, it was announc- 
ed today by relatives here. The fun- 
eral services were to be held today. 
However, the body may be removed 
to Muscatine at a latter date. 

Mr.sBrannan had been in poor 
health for several years and had 
spent several months in Muscatine 
recently in an effort to improve his 
condition. About a month ago he 
1.ft the Free Press to accept a posi- 
tion on the Omaha Bee News. 

Mr. Brannan was born in Musca- 
tine on Jan. 27, 1883. His father 
was Judge William F. Brannan, for 
many years a democratic political 
leader of the state and known as 
the jurist who presided over the lo- 
cal district court for many years. 
His mother was Mary McColm 
Brannan. 

Although Mr. Brannan studied 
law and served for two terms as city 
recorder in Muscatine, he was bet- 
ter known as a newspaper man. 
When the Muscatine News Tribune 
was organized he became its man- 
aging editor and later its publisher, 
continuing in that capacity for five 
years. 

His newspaper work carried him 
into all parts of the United States. 
For severdl years he was employed 
by one of the Ft. Smith, Ark., papers 
and before returning to Muscatine, 
was managing editor of the Post 
Publishing company’s paper at 
Bridegport, Conn. 

Mr. Brannan studied law in the 
office of J. W. McKee and E. P. In- 
gham before he entered the North- 
ern Illinois College of Law at Dixon, 
Til. He was graduated there in 1901 
with a degree of LL.B. and then 
continued his studies at the Univer- 
sity of Iowa law school. 

He was a member of the Presby- 
terian church of this city. 

Mr. Brannan is survived by two 
children, Margaret Brannan, stu- 
dent nurse, and John Brannan of 
Muscatine, a half brother, J. Lee 
Ewing of this city and two half-sis- 
ters, Mrs. George Hilton of San 
Pierce, Calif., and Mrs. Hector Gie- 
ger of Hollywood, Calif.

AX REVISION” has been a popular polit- 
ical slogan in Iowa for several years and 


the politicians have talked loud and long about 


“shifting the burden of taxation.” 


What they 


means is that the burden of certain classes of tax 
payers should be increased so that the burden 
of other classes may be lighter. a 

Many plans have been suggested which it is 
claimed will accomplish this result. The panacea 
most highly recommended as a cure-all for the 
present tax situation is a “corporation tax,” a 
“privilege tax,” a “gross sales tax” or some other 
form of tax upon the business of corporations, 
and especially the public utility corporations. It 
is claimed by the proponents of this form of 
taxation that it will “soak the utilities” and re- 
lieve a large body of tax payers of a part of their 


tax burden. 


Such a tax might be worthy of serious consid- 
eration if a considerable part of the tax payers 
who would be benefited by it were not also the 
people who use the service furnished by the 


utility companies. 


A utility company has only one source of rev- 


enue—its customers. 


It must be apparent to 


anyone that if the operating expenses of a com- 
pany are increased by a greater burden of taxa- 
tion, that its customers would be the ones that 


would foot the bill. 


In other words, a tax on the business of a utility 
company would simply make the company an 
agency for the collection of taxes from its cus- 
temers, as the customers would pay the tax as 
a part of the cost of the service—just as they 


now pay the taxes of their grocers, 


their 


butchers and all the other people they trade 
with—as a part of the price they pay for the 


good they buy. 


Such a system of taxation would simply shift 
a part of the burden to those who use electricity, 
gas, heat or water furnished by the utility com- 


panies. 


What it.would save in property tax 


would be paid in the cost of service. The result 
of such a tax would be that the marked reduc- 


tions ‘in the cost of 


service which the patrons 


of the utility companies have enjoyed during the 
last few years, would be retarded, if not ab- 


solutely prevented.

ords show. 

According to the report the total 
population of Iowa in 1930 was 2,-

Of the 11,891,143 negroes in the 
United State s 17,380 of them made 
their homes in Iowa in 1930. The

“In such a state one would hardly think it would be neces- 
sary to have from 1,500 to 2,000 judges with clerks, bailiffs, 
constables and other legal machinery, not to mention quarters 

. for them, to settle matters in controversy. 

“Tn fact, I learn from the judge of one of its district-courts, 
who is also a well-known lawyer, that 200 judges properly 
busy each work day, could easily handle every item of litiga- 
tion and proceedings now handled in afl the state’s trial courts 
and keep the docket up to date.” 

This, you understand, is merely the legal machinery of one 
state, machinery that is oiled and fueled by taxes on the peo- 
ple. Can anyone contend that Senator Capper is mistaken in 


state administration, which went into office on a “ctit-taxes” 
platform, has concluded to extract another seven percent.

We may talk about reducing taxation but we will never ac- 
complish it until an earnest effort is made to send men to of- 
fice who are not politicians. Politicians are notably efficient 
for one thing only, creating political machines by the distribu- 
tion of patronage. 

Politics is BIG BUSINESS. There are millions of dollars 
to be distributed among the “ins” and the easiest and surest 
way to continue to be “ins” is to have enough plums to make 
your political machine fool-proof and smooth running. 

Taxpayer's from time immemorial have attempted to organ- 
ize themselves into effective bodies to secure relief but, al- 
most without exception, these movements have accomplish- 
ed but little. This country is a two-party affair and third 
party movements seldom result in any good for the ones who 
form them. 

The only relief from the ever-increasing burden of taxation 


is to select men for office who do not care whether they ever © 


secure ‘re-election and who will go at-the problem fearlessly, 
not caring whose toes are crushed in the stamping out of 
these huge political tax-eaters. 

The farmers of eastern Iowa have been urging Norman Ba- 
ker to run for governor. Mr. Baker has not seen fit to say 
whether he would entertain stch a proposition. Doubtless he 
feels the time i8 not yet ripe to make a decision on a question 
of such magnitude. One thing, however, is certain. It will 
take men of Norman Baker’s type to bring about the downfall 
of the political hierarchy which is living on the vitals of the_ 
people and sapping their life blood through excessive taxation. 

Think of it, farmers, one whole week’s work out of every 
five gone for taxation—gone to feed the mouths of hundreds

If the facts in connection with 
medical inspection in the schools 
co’ be made public, the school 
doctor would not last another day. 
He would be unable to stand against 
anjawakened public opinion. 

"Fhe school medical inspector is a 
publicity agent and salesman for 
the’‘Medical Trust. He lauds the 

*medicine men to the skies. He be- 
littles all who believe in the meth- 
ods'which follow nature’s rules in 
the’ pursuit of health. His methods 
make children ill physically and 
mentally. He refuses to give aid in 
case: of illness, accident or pain. Hé 
points to the licensed medicine man 
as the great deity who will protect 
the child, for a compensation, from 
the sinister designs of nature and 
the: careless mistakes of a blunder- 
ing ‘God, who has not been “wised 
up’ -by a course in a medical school.

The details of 
school medical inspection vary a lit- 
tle in different communities, at dif- 
ferent times with different medical 
i- 3pectors, but the following reg:me 
is fairly typical. 

The school doctor doesn’t feel 
called upon to worry about the 
pupils for the first few weeks of 
schook . One conscientious teacher 
said:>/For this we teachers are 
quite2:thankful, even when we re- 
alize that he is drawing a higher 
salaty than a teacher, and is doing 
nothing for it. If we really had 
any faith in the high calling of the 
‘Medicine man’ we should be uneasy 
lest, in this wait, the children con- 
taminate each other. Bye and bye, 
when-the school physician. sees fit, 
he posts a little notice that in the 
near future he will be in the school 
a part of each morning. Then the 
examination of every child in the 
school! begins. It proceeds leisure- 
ly’at the pleasure of the M..D., tak- 
ing several weeks or several months, 
months, according fo the size of the 
school. Teachers in departmenta- 
lize] (or high) schools may be 
teaching a group that has labora- 
tory or some othr special requi.ed 
work once a week; this is only one 
of the many interruptions which 
break-into their work. The pupils 
ate called by another pupil who 
brings their cards. A few leave the

large city a nurse is present. She 
fills in the medical card.

Pallor, 
dark circles under the eyes, or leth- 
argy mean no to a school 
teacher, whereas a teacher would 
notice such conditions and send the 
child home for care. 

“Pupils are ‘ragged’ and ‘bullied’ 





to farce them to have their tonstls 
removed by ‘my good friend at the 
children’s hospital.’ No-one can 
prove that fees are split, put it looks 
suspicious. The doctor even tells 
the children that he will have their 
tonsils out without their parents’ 
consent if they do not have the op- 
eration performed soon. Children 
are called back frequently after 
they have been ordered to have 
their tonsils removed. If it has 
been done, they are praised and 
highly commended, and if it has 
not, they are scolded soundly. There 
is something wrong somewhere, for 
not only once, but frequently, a 
child whose tonsils have been re- 
moved, gets an order to have them 
taken out. I have decided that the 
child had never told the doctor of 
the operation; possibly it was per- 
formed during vacation, and there- 
fore not recorded. The method is 
evidently simple; if the child’s rec- 
ord card does not show an opera- 
tion for tonsils, he is still whole, as 
God him. 


must be beaten down. Then he 
will go homé and cry for his parents 
to have his tonsils taken out. so 
that he will not be subjected to 
the insults of the medical ex- 
aminer. 

Children are more sensitive than 
adults. A child alone with a strange 
man, who cares nothing for him 
aside from exploiting him, needs a 
friend. If the nurse is present, she 
merely helps the doctor. If a teach- 
er were present, there are times 
when the child would be protected, 
but some teachers are afraid of the 
medical examiner, and for good 
reason, too. 

The doctor has the pupil’s record 
card. The vaccination is recorded. 
Yet even when such vaccination is 
recorded, each year the M. D. in- 
sists on baring the arm and feeling 
the scar. Does the doctor re-ex- 
amine vaccines just to kill time? 
Does he do it to keep alive and 
lend dignity to the old superstition 
of injecting poison from a sick ani- 
mal into a person to serve as a 
charm against disease? 

It is claimed that the Schick Test 
and inoculations of numerous other 
kinds are perfectly harmless, still, 
most children miss time from school 
following the injection of serums, 
and have rashes and _ frequently 
children who have had an atten- 
dance record that was regular previ- 
ously, are.sickly and miss time from 
their classes following inoculations 
by the school medical inspector. 


Inspection Bad for Bodies, Worse 
Minds 


The reaction to such inoculations 
or “tests” are more severe in some 
children than in others. However, 
as serious as this phase of the mat- 
ter is, the greater damage which 
results from school medical inspec- 
tion is not physical but psycho- 
logical. The careless handling of 
the children by a stranger, the con- 
stant talk about disease; the nag- 
ging of the pupils to get them to 
have their tonsils removed, or ad- 
noids, and the threats in regard to 
operations; all these things fright- 
en the children, and in the case of 
a sensitive child, the bad effects 
are even more noticeable. The pu- 
pils are kept in constant fear of 
contagion, and frequently uncom- 
plimentary remarks are made about 
parents who do not allow the school 
doctor to give the children the 
“Schick Test” and others, and he 
warns them it will be made com- 
pulsory. 

The school doctor does ‘nothing 
useful but he does much.

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“THE 3ONE PILE” 


In yesterday’s article mention 
was made of the investigations of 
Dr. Charles T. Betts and his work 
relating to baking powder. In 
reading one of Dr. Betts’ articles in 
the “Journal of the American As- 
sociation of Medico-Physical Re- 
search,” so many points of inter- 
est were found that it was advis- 
able to tell others about bones, 
phosphates, aluminum, and bak- 
ing powder. 

In numerous and various places, 
huge piles of bones have to be lo- 
cated and are used for commercial 
purposes.

Many fans often refer to the 
machine-like Philadelphia Athletics 
as a five-man team because of the 
fact that Bob Grove, George Earn- 
shaw, Mickey Cochrane,, Al Sim- 
mons and Jimmy Foxx stand head 
and shoulders above all the rest.

An even $450,000 was put up by 
Connie Mack and his associates to 
get every player on his roster.

We are back home again. Yes, 
the Mrs. and two grand sons.

I. Saul’s Violent Hatred of the 
Lord’s Disciples (vv. 1, 2.) 

Saul knew full well that unless 
the movement set on foot by Jesus 

was stopped it would supersede 
Judaism. The noble display of 
faith by Stephen in sealing his test- 
imony with his blood did not soften 
Saul’s spirjt, but rather intensified 
his hatred for the Lord and his 





disciples. It made him more de- 
termined than ever to stamp out 
the Nazarene heresy. The intensity 
of his madness and the extent of 
its operations are best set forth in 
wh ig words (Acts 22:4; 26:10-12 

Il. Saul Kicking Against the 
Pricks (vv. 3.9). 

The figure here is that of the 
eastern ox driver following the ox 
with a sharp iron fixed to the end 
of a pole. The animal is prodded 
on with this instrument and if re- 
fractory, it kicks against the sharp 
iron and injures itself. This is a 
graphic picture of Saul as he was 
madly fighting against Jesus. - 

1. A light from heaven (vv. 3, 4). 
The time had come for the Lord to 
interfere. Saul was smirten with 
blindness and fell to the earth. 

2. A voice from heaven (vv. 4, 
5). This was the Lord’s voice call- 
ing Saul by name and asking “Why 
persecutest thou me?” To this Saul 
replied, “Who art thou, Lord?” 
Then came the answer, “I am Jesus 





whom thou persecutest,” as if to 


wilt thou have me to do?” The Lord 
told him to go into the city where 
information would be given him as 
to what he must do. 

4. Saul entering. Damascus (vv. 
1-9). The proud persecutor went 
humbly into Damascus, led by his 


attendants, For the space of three| 


days he remained blind, and fasted. 
What went on in his soul in those 
days no mortal can know. Doubt- 
less in this time he get hold of the 
truths which he later proclaimed to 
the world, for his conversion was 
the basal fact of his theology. The 


.|day is coming when a’!*men shall 


behold the dazzling glory of the 
Son, either in salvation or in con- 
demnation (Phil. 2:10, 11; Rev. 6:- 
15-17). 

Ill. Saul Ministered to by Ananias 
(vv. 10-19). 

1. Ananias’ vision (vv. -10-12). 
The Lord appeared to him and in- 
structed him to go to Saul. He 
gave him the name of the streets 
and Saul’s host, and informed him 
that Saul was now a praying man 
and that he had prepared Saul by a 
vision for the coming of Ananias. 
The Lord knows the name of the 
street and the number of the house 
in which his chosen live. 

2. Ananias’ fear and hesitancy 
(vv. 13-16). He knew of Saul’s 
ministry and the authority by 
which he came. The Lord encour- 
aged him to go, assuring him that 
Saul was no longer an enemy before 
the Gentiles, kings, and the chil- 
dren of Israel, and that the badge 
of his commission should be great 
suffering for Christ. 

3. Ananias’ obedience (v. 17). 
His fears being removed, Ananias 
went to the house where Saul was 
stopping, put his hand upon him 
as brother. The hitherto savage 
and affectionately addressed him 
Christ. Ananias informed him 
persecutor is now a brother in 
that the Lord had sent him with 
a twofold mission: 

a. “That thou mightest receive 
thy sight.” 

b. “Be filled with the Holy 
eo ga He received his sight forth- 
wi 


4. Saul baptized (vv. 18, 19). Af- 
ter Saul received his sight, Ananias 
baptized him. The Lord bestows the 
gift of the Spirit upon whomso- 
ever he will, and may designate 
anyone, whether occuping an of- 
ficial position or not, to lay hands 
upon individuals. 

IV. Paul Put Into the Ministry 
(I Tim. 1:12-14). 

He was commissioned for his 
work among the Gentiles by Jesus 
Christ. He did not enter the Chris- 
tian ministery, but was placed there 
by the soverign act of the Lord. He 
was transformed from a blasphem- 
er and a persecutor through the 
abundant grace of the Lord Jesus 
Christ, and made the apostle to the 
Gentiles.

SCHOOL BOARD 
MAKES BUDGET 


Estimated Cost Is Less 
For 1931-1932 Than 
For Last Year 














The estimate of proposed expendi- | 


tures for the year 1931-32 of the 
Muscatine Independent school dis- 
trict is $8,331 less than the total 
expenditures for the year 1930-31, 
it is revealed by the budget esti- 
mate approved at a special meet- 
ing of the board of education in the 
city hall Thursday afternoon. The 
proposed expenditures for the com- 
ing school year are $262,555 as 
against $270,886 spent last year. 

The budget also shows a balance 
on hand of $27,631, of which $5,409 
is in the general fund, and $22,222 
in the school house fund. The esti- 
mated income other than from tax- 
ation is $25,500, leaving $226,000 to 
be raised by taxation. 

Estimated taxes per $1,000 of as- 
sessed value is $22.04 and the esti- 
mated taxes in mills per dollar of 
taxable: valuation is 88.1. Taxable 
valuation in 1930 was $2,563,330 and 
monies and credits $6,329,170. 

There are 3,993 persons of school 
age in the district, according to the 
report. 

The school board will meet again 
August 15 at 1:30 p. m. at which 
time taxpayers will be heard for or 
against the estimate of expendi- 
tures. 

The board at its meeting Thurs- 
day afternoon -also .approyed the 
appointment of Frank Prochaska as 
chemistry instructor of the Junior 
college, at a salary of $1,800 per 
ogg He will take the place of S.
